(57)Abstract 

PURPOSE: To provide a telephone message transmitting equipment for electronic 
mail equipment which can change an electronic mail into a telephone message when 
a callee does not require the electronic mail. 

CONSTITUTION: The telephone message transmitting equipment consists of a mail 
separating part 102 which separates an electronic mail into the header information 
and the message main body, a header information storing part 103, a message main 
body storing part 104, a storing part 105 which stores the prescribed information at 
every user, a header processing part 106 which extracts the address information 
out of the header information, a transmitting method judging part 107 which 
compares the address information with the prescribed information stored for each

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[0018] Thus, the present invention has been described based on an embodiment, 
obviously, the present invention is not limited to the above embodiment. For 
example: 

1. The user information storing section may hold various other information 
such as facsimile numbers and alternate telephone numbers, as storage 
information. 

2. User addresses stored in the user information storing section may not be 
limited to usual mail addresses and may be any address which can be extracted as 
electronic mail address information. For example, when a dedicated 
communication line is used, a private number or employee number individually 
assigned to a receiving party may be possible. 

3. Header information alone may be extracted and information utilized upon 
generation of speech transmission guidance may be limited to address 
information, caller information and, in addition, information indicating that there 
is separate electronic mail text. In this case, conversion into speech files in the 
message processing section is not complete and the callee individually receives 
electronic mail text and check its content after the callee gets home. 

4. The decision method in the transmission method deciding section may 
register transmission methods and time in advance. The transmission methods 
include carrying out telephone transmission during 9:00 to 16:00 when receivers 
are not at home and carrying out electronic transmission during the other time. 

5. The format selecting section may not use stored style file information in 
selection of transmission guidance format of speech, and, instead, users may 
expressly provide information in electronic mail text or select optimum form for 
content of various information/message (for example, select oversea formats for 
oversea mails). In this case, the function for automatically deciding whether the 
message is in Japanese or English is added. Consequently, telephone speech 
files may not be in Japanese but may be in English or in Chinese. Further, 
calees' terminals may not be limited to telephones but may be electronic mail 
apparatuses which have voice functions for people who are blind or 
weak-sighted.
